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Hoy er and Castaldi W in 
Top Vote in Greenbelt

If there was any surprise in the election results here 
Tuesday, it was that there were no surprises. All o± the 
incumpents were easily re-elected. All of the county's $111 
million in bond issues for public buildings and roads were 
approved. Even the vote against calling a state constitution¬ 
al convention was a vote of satisfaction with the status quo. 


U.S. Representative Steny H. 
Hoyer (5th District) was again 
the top vote getter here, with 
Prince Georges County Council¬ 
man Richard J. Castaldi (4th 
District), Greenbelt's native son, 
close behind. Forty-eight per¬ 
cent of those registered voted 
in the general election both in 
Greenbelt and across the county. 

County Races 

Castaldi captured the Green¬ 
belt vote by a margin of 4 to 1, 
but took the district by only 2 
to 1. He had suffered a bruising 
primary battle. County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening won re- 
election with 79.4 percent of the 
vote across the county, a few 
percentage points above his 
Greenbelt returns. In the clos¬ 
est race, Greenbelt helped State's 
Attorney Alex Williams hold 
Iff his opponent. Arthur A. 
“Bud” Marshall by 62.1 percent 
here. Williams won the county 
by 59.6 percent. 

State House 

In the state house races Sen¬ 
ator Leo Green had no trouble 
fending off Nick Palarino who 
was considered the Republicans' 
best Senate race challenger in 
the county. Palarino polled 
slightly better in Greenbelt 
than in the district. Greenbelt 
had supported Green's opponent 
in a close primary race. 

The three Democratic incum- 
ents for the House of Delegates 
garnered votes pretty evenly 
among themselves with Mary 
Conroy a little ahead and Charl¬ 
es “Buzz” Ryan a little behind 
Joan B. Pitkin. The Republican 
challengers were also evenly 
matched, but with Robert S. 
Sanders slighty ahead of James 
W. Thompson and Roger D. 
Chamberlain. The three Demo¬ 
crats outpolled the three Re-

publicans 73.4 percent to 26.6. 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer and his running mate 
Lieutenant Governor Melvin 
Steinberg fared better in Green¬ 
belt and Prince Georges County, 
where they received 75 percent 
of the votes, than in their state¬ 
wide victory of 60.7 percent. 
Their opponents were Republic¬ 
ans William S, and Lois Shep¬ 
herd, the husband and wife duo. 

Congress 

Hoyer won 79.7 percent of 
the vote in Greenbelt against 
his Republican challenger, Lee 
F. Breuer. Hoyer’s vote across 
the district was one percentage 
point better. 

School Board 

In the uncontested, non-politi¬ 
cal race for the school board 
seat in District 2, incumbent 
Suzanne Plogman, a Greenbelt 
resident, received 5905 votes. 
She apparently was not without 
opposition, however. Rumors of 
a write-in campaign for Betty 
Timer surfaced Monday evening

Metro Gains Last Permit 

Metro has now received the 
last permit needed for construc¬ 
tion of the green line to Green¬ 
belt The Corps of Engineers 
on November 2 signed a permit 
granting approval for the dis¬ 
turbance of wetlands associated 
with the construction of the rail 
yard on 70 acres of Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) land just north of the 
Capital Beltway. The permit al¬ 
lows a 300 ft, turnaround loop 
which will disturb about 6.9 a. 
of wetlands. 

A wetlands mitigation plan, 
which is required to create two 
acres for each one lost, involves 
a BARC site where Research 
Road crosses Beaver Dam Creek 
north of Greenbelt. 

Metro's original plans had cal¬ 
led for a 400 ft turning radius 
which would have resulted in 
the loss of 16.7 a. of wetlands. 
That plan wa3 not acceptable to 
the Corps or to the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency or the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service. The 
change will require redesign of 
the yard by Metro, taking about 
eight months, according to Ger¬ 
ald Gough, Metro’s government 
relations officer. Delay in ob¬ 
taining the permit and the chan¬ 
ges required will result in a 
delay in completion of the yard. 

Trucks have been in the field 
this week, Gough said, to take 
soil borings. Ground breaking 
should occur sometime next sum¬ 
mer with construction to follow. 
Opening of the green line is still 
expected in 1993. • 


The Questions 

The first two state-wide ques¬ 
tions on Tuesday's ballot were 
approved by both Greenbelt and 
county voters, while Question 3 
was rejected. Question 1 pro¬ 
vides that persons holding state 
jobs may also serve in the mil¬ 
itary reserves or state militia. 
Question 2 provides that Clerks 
of the Circuit Court across the 
state will be governed by rules 
adopted by the Maryland Court 
of Appeals and their budget will 
be prepared by its Chief Judge. 

The third question, which fail¬ 
ed, called for a convention to re¬ 
write the state constitution and 
is required to appear on the bal¬ 
lot every 20 years. 

(Little information was avail¬ 
able Wednesday on the state¬ 
wide results of these three 
questions. The Baltimore Sun re¬ 
ported that Question 3 was re¬ 
jected across the state.) 

County Questions 

All of the county questions 
were approved by the voters, 
both in Greenbelt and across 
the county. As a result, a special 
election would be held to fill a 
vacancy on the county council 
that occurred up to 90 days be¬ 
fore a general election. 

Questions B through F will 
permit the county to borrow 
through bonds up to a specific 
amount for specific public works 
projects: 

—$47.9 million for transporta¬ 
tion facilities including improve¬ 
ments to Kenilworth Avenue 
from Ivy Lane to Cherrywood 
Lane. 

—$12.9 million for county li¬ 
braries. 

—$32.3 million for public safety 
facilities. 

—$17.5 million for other coun¬ 
ty-owned buildings. 

—$779,000 for Prince Georges 
Community College major main¬ 
tenance.

In the recent election, a cam¬ 
paign ad was published and a 
campaign flyer was distributed 
bearing the endorsement of a 
candidate by an appointed offic¬ 
ial of this city. This campaign 
material included the official 
title of the employee. 

The employee was not aware 
of the use of his office in that 
manner, and the employee and 
City became aware of the cam¬ 
paign material too late to pre¬ 
vent its publication and distri¬ 
bution. The employee did err. 
however* in failing to make 
known to the candidate the re¬ 
strictions imposed as to the in¬ 
volvement of his office in a po¬ 
litical campaign, 

I regret that this incident oc¬ 
curred and have taken appropri¬ 
ate action to discourage its re¬ 
occurrence.

He plans extensive interior 
improvements which could cost 
$60,000 to $70,000. Property 
owner George Ohristacos, accord¬ 
ing to Sanchez, will install a 
new boiler and fix the roof. 
Christacos also has future plans 
for exterior renovation of the 
two original buildings* in the 
center. 

Sanchez plans to redecorate 
the lobby, put in a new conces¬ 
sion stand, new carpeting 
throughout, wall fabric in the 
theater and 500 seats. He said 
he will put in “the biggest 
screen that will fit” and a “ter¬ 
rific sound system.” He has 
given free rein to the man 
planning and installing the dol- 
by system, he explained, which 
may cost as much as $25,000. 
Sanchez wants new customers to 
be so impressed with the thea¬ 
ter on their first visit that they’ll 
be sure to come back. “It’ll be 
a heck-of-a bargain for 99 
cents,” he said. Future plans in¬ 
clude trying to restore the old 
vertical markee. “It’s too bad 
the old one was lost,” he said. 

Sanchez, who grew up in Hy- 
attsville and recalls his dad tak¬ 
ing him to swim in the Green¬ 
belt pool when it was the only 
one around, operated the Green- 
belt Theater in the early 70’s as 
a discount theater. He now op¬ 
erates four 99 cent theaters — 
the Flower Avenue in Silver 
Spring. Laurel Town Center, 
Riverdale Plaza and Andrews 
Manor.

Recycling Booklets 
Available 

Two free booklets are avail¬ 
able to Maryland residents in¬ 
terested in joining statewide re¬ 
cycling efforts aimed at reduc¬ 
ing the amount of solid waste 
sent to landfills. 

The booklets outline two meth¬ 
ods for recycling leaves and 
grass clippings developed by Dr. 
Bill Knoop, a national yard ref¬ 
use expert from Texas A&M 
University. According to Knoop, 
yard refuse constitutes as much 
as 50 percent of household waste 
sent to landfills during the grow¬ 
ing season. 

Knoop recommends two meth¬ 
ods for homeowners to recycle 
leaves and grass clippings: 
backyard composting and not 
bagging grass clippings. 

Backyard composting uses na¬ 
ture’s decay cycle to break down 
leaves and grass clippings into 
usable mulch. Homeowners cre¬ 
ate a compost pile by alternat¬ 
ing layers of grass clippings, 
leaves and plant matter. The 
second method, known as Don*t 
Bag It, involves shredding grass 
clippings and leaves with a 
mulching lawn mower and then 
leaving them on the lawn. This 
can reduce fertilizer applica¬ 
tions by 25 percent and mowing 
time by 35 percenlt 

For more information, Mary¬ 
land residents can order the fol¬ 
lowing booklets — “Don’t Curb 
It, Compost It;” and “Don’t Bag 
It, Recycle It.”

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School Board Deems Illegal 
PTA’s Salary Fund Raising

The Greenbelt Center School PTA efforts to fund three 
new teachers was deemed illegal by Board of Education 
Attorney Paul M. Nusshaum and was voted down in Sep¬ 
tember. 


The effort which began this 
summer was the brainchild of 
PTA member Lori Snyder, who 
saw the success the city of New 
Carrollton had in raising $60,000 
from private sources to build a 
playground. “We couldn't get 
money from the council or the 
school board," said Snyder. “We 
just wanted to see something 
done for this year — short¬ 
term," The Center School tea¬ 
chers had requested class sizes 
of 25 or under. The average 
class this year is 35. 

The Greenbelt community has 
contributed about $1,000 thus 
far. Snyder said she felt the 
amount would have been higher 
but donors were scared away by 
negative articles written in the 
P. G. Journal which emphasized 
from the beginning that the 
school board would not allow 
this to happen. “It was a nega¬ 
tive campaign from the start,” 
said Snyder. 

Snyder says she learned later 
that several schools in Oakland, 
California, have funded addition¬ 
al teaching positions through 
this means. In California school 
money has been cut by Proposi¬ 
tion 13. TRIM is the program 
here that put a limitation on 
property taxes several years a- 
go, and, therefore, is restricting 
county funding, 

iSnyder said Nussbaum’s con¬ 
cern was that of integration. He 
feared that white children would 
not want to leave Greenbelt and 
go to the magnet and other 
specialized schools in various 
communities where they are pro¬ 
viding some racial balance if 
they can get the smaller class¬ 
room size here. “He is not 
looking at education but at in¬ 
tegration," said Snyder, “He re¬ 
ferred to our efforts as elitism." 

(Suzanne Plogman, Board of 
Education representative for 
Greenbelt, said that although the 
PTA didn't raise the amount of 
money they wanted, they did an 
admirable job. She said that al¬ 
though she put the resolution be¬ 
fore the board in July it wasn't 
voted on until September. “When 
the attorney gave his six-page 
opinion that it was illegal, there 
was no way the board could sup¬ 
port the resolution, and they 
voted it down," Plogman said. 

Plogman went on to say that 
PTA's can raise money to sup¬ 
plement school programs and 
buy equipment like copying ma¬ 
chines, but at this point they 
can't raise money to hire per¬ 
sonnel. 

Center School PTA President 
Robert Zugby sent a letter to 
the community last summer re¬ 
questing donations for addition- 
al teachers and guidance servic-

es because of Center School's 
need for a lower student to tea¬ 
cher ratio. Many Greenbelt 
students live in what are con¬ 
sidered high-risk situations; i.e., 
two-thirds of the students are 
from single parent homes and 
40 percent qualify for free or 
reduced price lunches. 

“The status now is that we 
cannot legally do it,” said Zug¬ 
by. While funds are still com¬ 
ing in, the PTA is asking don¬ 
ors if the money can be used for 
other purposes. 

“We want to undertake a vo¬ 
ter education drive to inform 
the public that something needs 
to be done as far as school fund¬ 
ing is concerned. The public 
doesn't realize that the class¬ 
rooms are too crowded for real 
learning to take place," said 
Zugby.

sentatives from ALL AREAS of the city, including those 
not presently receiving city refuse service. Business 
contributes greatly to our waste stream and should play 
a role in addressing this issue, as well. The city is, there¬ 
fore, welcoming and urging indications of interest from 
our neighbors in the business community.

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Model Mugging 
Explored Nov. 16 

On November 16, Rene Bane 
will explore the topic of Model 
Mugging—a full force defense 
course for women. Alarming fig¬ 
ures show that one out of every 
three women will be sexually 
assaulted in their lifetime. The 
Model Mugging course, taught 
by a female instructor and male 
attackers wearing over 40 lbs, of 
armor, teaches defensive moves. 
Women learn to overcome the 
conditioning that they are weak 
and need to be submissive to 
men. Since rapists look for help¬ 
less victims, this course teaches 
women to be strong and alert. 
In California, female police of¬ 
ficers are sent to Model Mug¬ 
ging as part of their training. 

Model Mugging is the only 
course of its kind that follows 
its graduates. Out of 42 women 
who took the class and who were 
attacked. 29 knocked their at¬ 
tackers out. 11 used less than 
knockout force and were able 
to flee and 2 who were attacked 
with weapons chose not to fight. 

Bane is currently employed 
with Discovery Toys and is the 
editor of the Women’s Center 
and Referral Service of Prince 
Georges County Newsletter.

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Geller Gets 5 Gold Medals 
In State Senior Olympics 

Harvey Geller, a long time resident of Greenbelt and a 
senior athlete, won five gold medals in the Maryland Senior 
Olympics held October 4 to 6 at Towson State University in 
Baltimore. Geller finished second overall in the 1500 meter 
race walk, but was first in the 65 to 69 age group. His time 
of 8 minutes 40 seconds was only 1 second behind the 
overall winner in a race that included all age groups from 55 


years and over. 

This year the bicycle races 
were changed from a group race 
to time trials due to a bad acci¬ 
dent that occurred in last year’s 
race. In time trials each con¬ 
testant races against the clock, 
and places are determined by 
the lowest times. This type of 
race is more difficult, since the 
contestants start 30 seconds a- 
part and drafting is not allow¬ 
ed. This means that contestants 
do not know how their oppon¬ 
ents are doing. Therefore one 
has to go as fast as possible, 
rot the usual strategy associat¬ 
ed with bicycle races. 

Geller won the one mile, the 
5 kilometer, and the 10 kilom¬ 
eter races and was tied for first 
in the 20 kilometer in the 65 to 
69 year age group, A tie in a 20 
kilometer time trial race is very 
rare. 

Nationals 

By getting medals in these 
five events, Geller is qualified to 
compete in these events in the 
National Senior Olympics to be 
held starting June 28, 1991 in 
Syracuse, NY. In those games 
Geller will be defending his title 
in the 5 kilometer bicycle race 
which he won in 1989 in St. 
Louis, as well as trying to im¬ 
prove on the two bronzes and 
one silver medal he won in the 
other bicycle races. Geller is 
also qualified to compete in the 
triathalon in the National Senior 
Olympics, having won the 60 and 
over class in both the White Oak 
and the Greenbelt triathalons 
this past spring. 

In the 10 years that Geller 
has been competing in the Mary¬ 
land Senior Olympics, he 
has won nine of the walking ra¬ 
ces and all of the bicycle races 
except one in which he has 
competed, during the first five 
years in the 60 to 64 age group 
and for the last five in the 65 
to 69 age group. He holds the 
records for race walking and 
all the bicycling events in both 
the 60 to 64 age group and the 
65 to 69 age group. In these 


10 years he has also won med¬ 
als in swimming, half mile and 
mile run, standing broad jump, 
and shot putting. In the Nation¬ 
al Senior Olympics he will be 
competing for the last time in 
the 60 to 69 age class. 


Group Seeks Overseas

Joan Dickson of Greenbelt re¬ 
cently returned from a special 
weekend workshop/seminar/exhi- 
bition in San Antonio concerning 
overseas alumni affairs. Dickson 
had attended the Heidelberg Am¬ 
erican High School in Heidel¬ 
berg, Germany. 

The workshop was sponsored 
by Overseas Brats, Inc., a non¬ 
profit association of Americans 
who went to high school over¬ 
seas. This convention attracted 
155 people representing 45 over¬ 
seas high schools. Participants 
learned how to organize thedr 
respective alumni groups, plan 
reunions and locate fellow class¬ 
mates. It also provided them 
with the opportunity to network 
and share their heritage as Am¬ 
ericans overseas.

Tips for Transit Riders 

Washington Metropolitan Ar¬ 
ea Transit Association (WMA- 
TA) issued tips for riding Met- 
trobus and Metrorail in stormy 
weather: 

• Plan ahead. People should find 
out what bus routes serve their 
neighborhoods, and if they are 
designated snow emergency 
routes. These routes are desig¬ 
nated with a snowflake symbol 
on the Metrobus stop sign, WM- 
ATA’s transit information op¬ 
erators are on duty seven days 
a week from 6 am. to 11:30 
p.m. at (202) 637-7000. They 
can provide bus timetables and 
routing and scheduing informa¬ 
tion and can mail people time¬ 
tables to keep at hom*e and 
work in case of emergencies. By 
planning ahead and listening for 
travel bulletins people will know 
what transportation alternatives 
are available. 

• When it has snowed overnight, 
listen for the early morning tra¬ 
vel bulletins on the local TV or 
radio station. WMATA keeps 
news departments informed when 
bus and rail service is affected 
by the weather. 

• Anyone who lives or works 
near a Metrorail station should 
buy a few high value farecards 
to use in emergencies and avoid 
waiting in line at the farecard 
machines. This winter during 
snow emergencies, WMATA em¬ 
ployees will sell $5 pre-coded 
farecards at heavily used sta¬ 
tions, 

• Start out early in the morn¬ 
ing. Traffic worsens as the rush- 
hour progresses. If it snows 
during the day, stay until regu¬ 
lar evening rush-hour bus and 
rail service begins. WMATA 
generally cannot mobilize buses 
for mid-day rush hour service. 

• Remember that bus operators 
are on the job very early in a

weather emergency, but the bus¬ 
es get stuck in the same traffic 
everyone else is trying to avoid. 
As a result, buses may run la¬ 
ter than scheduled, and service 
may be rerouted to snow emer¬ 
gency routes only. If there is a 
snowflake near the route desig¬ 
nation, the route is scheduled 
to operate during a snow emer¬ 
gency. Call WMATA at (202) 
637-7000 if there are questions 
about a specific Metrobus route. 

• Walk to the nearest major 
road when neighborhood streets 
are icy or impasi&able, where 
chances of catching a bus are 
better, 

• Dress warmly. People may be 
waiting longer than anticipated 
for a bus, train or carpooi ride 
during a severe storm. Warm 
or waterproof boots, hats, and 
gloves will provide the neces¬ 
sary insulation to keep comfor¬ 
table those who are waiting out¬ 
doors. 

• Those who anticipate driving 
in winter weather should win¬ 
terize their cars: carry a flash¬ 
light, a small bag of road salt 
or sand, a small shovel, flares, 
battery cables and a spare 
blanket for emergencies. These 
items can also help those who 
are parked at a Metro station 
during a storm and need to dig 
out, 

• Whether driving or taking 
public transit, remember that 
during a major storm it will 
take longer than usual to reach 
one's destination. Plan accord¬ 
ingly for a safer, less troub'le- 

some journey.
